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Norwegians say 'no way* as killer faces 21-years 
at most 


OSLO (AFP) - The fact that 
Norway's maximum penalty 
for any crime is 21 years in 
prison is facing rising criti¬ 
cism in the wake of the twin 
attacks that killed 93 people, 
with many deeming the 
penalty too lax. 

Ever since Norwegian 
media named 32-year-old An¬ 
ders Behring Breivik as the 
prime suspect, calls have been 
growing for the maximum 
penalty under the Norwegian 
penal code to be extended. 

If found guilty, Behring 
Breivik's 21 years in prison 
would equal a penalty of 82 
days per killing. 

"So many innocent people 
have been killed that I think he 
doesn't have the right to live," 
Mari Kaugerud says on her 
Facebook group "Yes to the 
death penalty for Anders 
Behring Breivik" that already 
has 1,783 members. 

Dozens of similar groups 
have sprung up since Friday's 
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killings, some calling for the 
death penalty, others for natu¬ 
ral life in prison. 

"People like that shouldn't 
be able to get out among nor¬ 
mal people," says 31-year-old 
Mustafa. "If he gets 21 years, 
how old will he be? 53! No, 
he's ruined too much to ever 
get out," says the Iranian-born 
shopkeeper. 

Like most people that AFP 
spoke to on Sunday, Mustafa 
is against the death penalty, 
but he wants the suspect, who 
has admitted responsibility, to 
spend his natural life in prison. 

Norwegian law does allow 
for a convict to spend more 
than 21 years locked up, as ex¬ 
perts can keep him or her be¬ 
hind bars up for additional 
five-year stretches if the pris¬ 
oner is deemed dangerous.

LONDON (AFP) - British 
police faced new allegations 
Sunday that officers leaked 
details about terror attack 
victims and a murdered 
schoolgirl to journalists at 
Rupert Murdoch's felled 
News of the World tabloid. 
The Observer newspaper 
said survivors of the July 7, 
2005 London bombings had 
asked lawyers to probe their 
belief that the capital's Met¬ 
ropolitan Police had sold or 
passed on a confidential con¬ 
tact list of victims. Beverli 
Rhodes, chair of the Sur¬ 
vivors Foundation Coalition, 
said journalists from the 
paper approached survivors 
with false stories about how 
they got their details."Scot¬ 
land Yard had the full list of 
survivor contact details. I am 
pretty sure that is how the 
News of the World got my 
home address," she told the 
Observer. 


was arrested, Prime Minister 
Jens Stoltenberg tried to rally 
the famous spirit of tolerance 
in Norway, where prisons are 
comfortable and crime and re¬ 
peat offending rates are low. 

Norway abolished the 


death penalty for most crimes 
in 1902, and for all crimes in¬ 
cluding war crimes in 1979. 

A minute's silence will be 
held across Norway today at 
noon (1000 GMT). 

The murderous "crusade" 


unleashed by Behring Breivik, 
who acknowledged he would 
be called a "monster", was de¬ 
signed to end a centuries-long 
Muslim colonisation of Eu¬ 
rope, he said in a 1,500-page 
tract released on the Internet.

Hundreds of gay couples marry in New York

NEW YORK (AFP) - Wedding 
ceremonies for hundreds of 
gay and lesbian couples were 
held across New York State 
yesterday, with advocates hail¬ 
ing the day as a milestone to¬ 
ward the eventual legalization 
of gay marriage nationwide. 

Yesterday marked the first 
day when a law allowing same 
sex marriage goes into effect 
across New York state, inclu¬ 
ding the metropolis of New 
York City and its environs. 

Niagara Falls, which shares 
the most powerful waterfalls in 
North America with a Cana¬ 
dian city of the same name, 
hosted the first marriage after 
the stroke of midnight, with 
the famous cascades illumi¬ 
nated in gay pride rainbow co¬ 
lors as the backdrop. 

"This wasn't done with just 
the two of us," Kitty Lambert, 
one of the newlyweds who 
married her long-time partner 
Cheryle Rudd, told The Buf¬ 
falo News newspaper. "Every 
single person here played a 
part in getting this law passed." 

Cities and towns across the 
Empire State plan opened of¬ 
fices to issue the state's first 
marriage licenses to gay cou¬ 
ples after New York legalized 
same-sex marriage on June 24 
in a nail-biting vote. 


It became the sixth US 
state, and the most populous, 
to legalize gay marriage. 

"Today the doors of mar¬ 
riage equality swing open in 
New York. It's no surprise a 
flood of same-sex couples is 
expected to flow through," 
noted the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force in a state¬ 
ment. 

"Until you have walked in 
the shoes of someone who has 
been denied this fundamental 
freedom — a rite that bonds us 
a people — it is hard to compre¬ 
hend just how profoundly 
moving this moment is. Today 
is a day to rejoice and cele¬ 
brate." 

In Manhattan, Nancy 
Mertzel, a 48-year-old lawyer, 
and partner Yolanda Potasin- 
ski, 55, were in line before 
sunrise awaiting their turn to 
get married 

"We are not anymore sec¬ 
ond-class citizens in the State 
of New York. There's still work 
to do in the rest of the coun¬ 
try," Mertzel noted. 

Opposite the registry office, 
a small crowd of about a dozen 
people booed the happy cou¬ 
ples. An orthodox Jewish man 
held a sign that simply read: 
"Gay Marriage: Bad Idea." 

In New York City alone — 


the largest city in the United 
States with eight million resi¬ 
dents — 823 couples have reg¬ 
istered in advance to get their 
marriage licenses on Sunday. 

It marked a unique day in 
the Big Apple's history. The 
city's last marriage records 
were 621 on Valentine's Day 
(February 14) 2003 and 610 
unions on August 8, 2008, be¬ 
cause of the popularity of the 
date 08/08/08. 

New York City Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, who had 
pushed for the law, officiated 
one of the Sunday marriages at 
Gracie Mansion, the mayor's 


official residence, between two 
male colleagues. 

Bloomberg said he thought 
gay marriage would take off 
across the United States "sim¬ 
ply because of the economics 
and the young people" who 
will gain more influence on 
politics in years to come. 

"Nothing is ever 100 per¬ 
cent, but this is a trend that's 
going, and it's going to grow 
very rapidly, partially because 
New York is such a bellwether 
and so visible," he said. 

Gay marriage is not legal 
under federal laws. The so- 
called Defense of Marriage 


Act only recognizes marriage 
as the union between a man 
and a woman. 

The White House says 
Obama favors legislation that 
would repeal the Defense of 
Marriage Act. The law also al¬ 
lows states where gay mar¬ 
riage is not permitted to refuse 
to recognize a legally-sanc¬ 
tioned gay marriage from an¬ 
other state. 

In the Bronx, the Reverend 
Carmen Hernandez, who 
proudly bills herself as the 
"First Lesbian" of the tough 
neighborhood, is giddy with 
excitement about her upcom¬ 
ing wedding. 

Bom on the Spanish-speak¬ 
ing US island of Puerto Rico, 
Hernandez has lived nearly all 
of her life in the Bronx and is 
a well-known local activist in 
the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity. 

In addition to the record 
number of ceremonies, New 
York City is preparing for se¬ 
veral weeks of festivities 
around an expected wave of 
same-sex marriages. 

Hotels, restaurants, florists 
and other businesses are offe¬ 
ring special deals and a giant 
wedding event is planned for 
the following Sunday in Cen¬ 
tral Park.

Venezuelan President governs 
homeland using Twitter 


While your most important use 
of Twitter today might be 
telling all your dedicated fol¬ 
lowers what you had for lunch, 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez rules a country using 
the social network. During his 
extended stay in Cuba — as he 
undergoes treatment for an un¬ 
specified cancer diagnosis — 
Chavez has been making use 
of Twitter to approve govern¬ 
ment programs and even cheer 
on the country's soccer team as 


it competed in the Copa Amer¬ 
ica tournament. 

Chavez has been in Cuba 
since June 20, when he under¬ 
went surgery to remove a 
tumor. He has remained in 
Cuba to complete a series of 
chemotherapy treatments. 
While there, the President's of¬ 
ficial Twitter account has been 
alive with communications to 
his cabinet and decisions on is¬ 
sues like a $51 million waste 
collection project.

Climate change 'may make truffles a German delicacy' 


Truffles, a luxury delicacy in 
French and Italian cuisine, 
may soon be adding flavour to 
blander dishes, as it migrates 
further north amid climate 
change, a Swiss scientist said. 

Ulf Buentgen, a climatolo¬ 
gist, told AFP that a rise in av¬ 
erage temperature observed 
during 20th century may be 
shifting the natural habitat of 
the delicacy about 100 kilome¬ 
ters north, from France and 
Italy to Germany. 

During an expedition in 
southern Germany last year 
with a specially-trained Italian 
truffle-scenting dog, the clima¬ 
tologist at the Swiss Federal 
Institute of Technology in 
Zurich found some two kilo¬ 
grams of Burgundy truffles. 


Buentgen, who ate the truf¬ 
fles, explained that such finds 
had rarely been reported, but 
could be explained by climate 
change, "which translates in an 
an isothermal upward shift of 
around 100 miles (110km)." 

The preliminary finding has 
led to a more extensive ongo¬ 
ing study, which has so far 
turned up a further 210 sites 
with truffles since last summer 
in eastern Switzerland and 
Germany. 

The find could prove lucra¬ 
tive for northern European 
states as the much sought-after 
warty fungi used to flavour up 
anything from pasta dishes to 
sausages can fetch up to 1,000 
euros (1,432 dollars) a piece.

"Scientists do not even re¬ 
ally understand how and where 
truffles grow," said Buentgen. 

"They grow below ground, 
and basically when you find 
one, you just killed it. So you 
can't even know if it was there 
for two weeks or two months," 
"But what we do know, is 
that in the traditional Mediter¬ 
ranean sites where truffles are 
grown, for the past 30 years 
there has been a decline in har¬ 
vest. 

"This could be evidence 
that this (German) find is re¬ 
lated to climate change," added 
the scientists. 

Nevertheless, he noted that 
further studies were required, 
citing "enormous scientific, 
economic, and gastronomic 
importance." 

Mozambique sends first biofuel 
export to German airliner 

Mozambique has exported its 
first batch of biofuel produced 
from the jatropha plant for use 
by the German airliner 
Lufthansa, a company official 
told AFP on the weekend. 

Oil crushed from non-edi¬ 
ble seeds from the drought re¬ 
sistant and fast growing plant 
are produced in the central 
province of Manica by British 
company Sun Biofuels which 
has sent 30 tons to Germany. 

"The world market is de¬ 
manding huge quantities of 
bio-fuel," the firm's director of 
corporate affairs Sergio Gou- 
veia told AFP. 

"Luftansa alone is seeking 
400 million liters per year of 
bio-fuel across the world." 

He did not reveal how 
much they had been paid for 
the shipment, but said biofuel 
prices vary between between 
$900 and $950 (661 euro) per 
ton. 

Some experts remain scep¬ 
tical about the viability of bio¬ 
fuel because of a lack of

detailed scientific studies on 
the subject — and critics object 
to the practice of growing 
inedible crops in a poor coun¬ 
try. 

Supporters of the scheme 
say Jatropha, a poisonous 
plant, can grow almost any¬ 
where and yields high outputs 
of cleaner, renewable energy, 


without taking quality farm¬ 
land away from food crops. 

Last November Lufthansa 
announced that a test of regular 
local flights partly run on bio¬ 
fuel would start in 2011. 

It said it aimed to use biofu¬ 
els for between five and 10 
percent of all consumption by 
2020.

CARACAS (AFP)- Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez 
was back in his country Sun¬ 
day after undergoing chemo¬ 
therapy treatment in Cuba, 
declaring himself free of "ma¬ 
lignant cells" and ready to con¬ 
tinue his work. 

"I returned in better condi¬ 
tion than I was in when I left," 
Chavez declared as he stepped 
off the plane. 

The 56-year-old leader un¬ 
derwent an operation in Cuba 
a month ago for a cancerous 
tumor in his pelvic area. 

"I underwent examinations 
and I must tell you that doctors 
did not find any malignant 
cells in any part of my body," 
the president told local televi¬ 
sion. 

He cautioned, however, that 
there existed the risk of a re¬ 
lapse and predicted new med¬ 
ical procedures that he did not 


identify. 

"We will conquer this dis¬ 
ease with the help of God and 
medical science in order to 
continue paving the way for a 
new motherland," he prom¬ 
ised. 

Chavez said he had "suc¬ 
cessfully" finished a first 
round of chemotherapy and 
was preparing for the second 
round, but did not disclose his 
treatment schedule. 

"There will be several 
rounds in order to win this bat¬ 
tle and eliminate all risk of ma¬ 
lignant cells." He also vowed 
"unsurpassable" courage in his 
battle against the cancer. 

The Brazilian official news 
agency reported earlier this 
month that Chavez will un¬ 
dergo new cancer treatment in 
Brazil after his treatment in 
Cuba.

Thousands of federal 
aviation workers 
furloughed 


US will not default, 
Treasury chief says 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mil¬ 
lions of dollars in US airport 
taxes went uncollected Sunday 
while thousands federal work¬ 
ers were out of work for a sec¬ 
ond day, following Congress’ 
failure last week to pass a bill 
keeping the country’s aviation 
authority running. 

Some 4,000 workers with 
the Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration (FAA) were told to stay 
home beginning Saturday, 
after congressional authoriza¬ 
tion for several FAA programs 
expired at 12:01 a.m. that day. 

As a result, FAA employees 
in 35 states, as well as in 
Puerto Rico and Washington, 
DC are furloughed without 
pay, US officials said. 

Observers said the disabled 
federal agency foreshadows 
what could happen around 
Washington and across the 
country if Congress fails to 
reach a deal in its separate ne¬ 
gotiations with the White 
House over a debt ceiling, as it 
tries to avert a catastrophic 
federal default before an Au¬ 
gust 2 deadline. 

In a weekend statement, the 
FAA said efforts are underway 
to get authorization for the 
agency renewed as quickly as 
possible. 

”We are working diligently 
with Congress to resolve this 
unfortunate situation, and 
apologize for the hardship this 
situation may cause for our 
employees and our stakehold¬ 
ers,” the agency said. 

The failure to reach a deal 
has resulted in a mini-bonanza 
for airlines. 

With the FAA no longer au¬ 
thorized to collected the 7.5 
percent federal excise tax usu-

ally levied on each ticket, or 
the $3.70 tax applied to each 
flight segment, many airlines 
have simply pocketed those 
proceeds. 

Analysts said the airline in¬ 
dustry could benefit by $25 
million each day that FAA 
reauthorization is not granted. 

In a statement, Transporta¬ 
tion Secretary Ray LaHood 
expressed disappointment that 
Congress adjourned last week 
without passing an FAA reau¬ 
thorization extension, leaving 
the agency in limbo. 

But US Senator Tom Coburn 
on Sunday slammed the 
’’waste and duplication” in the 
federal government for law¬ 
makers failing to reauthorize 
the FAA's mandate, telling 
NBC’s ’’Meet The Press” that 
they weren't approving the 
agency "because they continue 
to want to subsidize irrespon¬ 
sible and wasteful behavior.” 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
top US official predicted Sun¬ 
day that the world's leading 
economy would not default 
on its massive debt, as law¬ 
makers grappled for a deal 
just hours before Asian mar¬ 
kets were set to open. 

"It's unthinkable we would 
not meet our obligations on 
time," Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner told CNN, 
with the eyes of the world on 
the bitter political in-fighting 
which has paralyzed Wash¬ 
ington's corridors of power. 

"It’s not going to happen,” 
Geithner predicted, amid a 
warning from US ally Britain 
that "right-wing nutters" were 
posing a bigger threat to the 
world economy than the euro¬ 
zone crisis. 

Republicans, who control 
the House of Representatives, 
have been groping for weeks 
for a deal with President 
Barack Obama's Democratic 
allies as the clock ticks down 


Europe 'a long way' 
from integration, says 
Greek president 

ATHENS (AFP) - Despite eu¬ 
rozone leaders uniting to agree 
a second bailout package for 
debt-ridden Greece, there is "a 
long way to go” before proper 
European integration, said 
Greece's president on Sunday. 

Karolos Papoulias, as 
Greece marked the 37th an¬ 
niversary of its return to 
democracy on July 24, 1974 
also called for an end to tax 
evasion and better use of leg¬ 
islation in place to curb huge 
Greek debt, which currently 
stands at around 340 billion 


euros. 

Leaders from the 17 euro¬ 
zone countries meeting in 
Brussels bailed Greece out for 
a second time on Thursday, 
with a rescue plan worth 159 
billion euros aimed at stopping 
the crisis from spreading to 
other European countries. 

Greece already received a 
primary rescue package of 110 
billion euros in May 2010. 

Workers and retired people 
had already paid "much more 


than they were supposed to”, 
he said, referring to a sharp 
hike in taxes following the 
start of the Greek crisis last 
year. 

"We have to put legislation 
on money-laundering to use 
and act when we see that 
someone's real and declared 
income are not the same,” he 
added. 

Greece's economic crisis 
had, said Papoulias, become a 
political one which "some are 
also trying to turn into a crisis 
of democracy”. 

The Greek president also 
addressed the current wave of 
anti-government sentiment 
sweeping the country through 
a series of protests, saying that 
the authorities needed to find 
a way of calming Uncontrol¬ 
lable social tension”. 

Police were widely criti¬ 
cised over their use of tear gas 
to break up protests against 
austerity measures in Athens at 
the end of June which injured 
around 200 people. 


to an August 2 deadline when 
the government runs out of 
money. 

Obama wants Congress to 
raise the nation's $14.3 tril¬ 
lion debt ceiling to enable the 
administration to keep paying 
its bills, but Republicans have 
demanded steep spending 
cuts with no tax increases to 
rein in the deficit. 

Washington hit its debt 
ceiling on May 16 but has 
used spending and accounting 
adjustments, as well as 
higher-than-expected tax re¬ 
ceipts, to continue operating 
normally so far. 

Finance and business lead¬ 
ers have warned failure to 
raise the US debt ceiling by 
August 2 would send shock- 
waves through the world 
economy, while Obama has 
predicted a default would 
trigger economic "Armaged¬ 
don." 

Previous talks collapsed 
on Friday, amid angry finger¬ 
pointing when Republicans 
accused Obama of insisting 
on tax hikes. The arch-con¬ 
servative Tea Party move¬ 
ment, whose new House 
members were elected on a 
platform of reining in govern¬ 
ment and no new taxes, have 
wielded a huge influence on 
the talks. 

British Business Secretary 
Vince Cable, a Liberal Demo¬ 
crat and one of the most out¬ 
spoken members of Britain's 
coalition government, blamed 
the conservative rightwing 
for the stalemate. 

"The irony of the situation 
at the moment, with markets 
opening tomorrow morning, 
is that the biggest threat to the 
world financial system comes 
from a few right-wing nutters 
in the American Congress 
rather than the eurozone,” 


Cable told the BBC. 

And Geithner hit out on 
ABC's "This Week” at what 
he called "a vocal, loud, 
frankly irresponsible minority 
in their parties who... want to 
take this country to the edge 
of default. And that is not ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Republican House 

Speaker John Boehner told 
members of his majority that 
he hoped for a framework 
deal by Sunday afternoon to 
soothe investor worry, no¬ 
tably in Asia. He was due to 
talk with members of his 
party later Sunday,a party 
source said. 

The speaker said the hard- 
fought negotiations centered 
on a two-step process to cut 
$3-4 trillion in spending over 
10 years as part of a deal to 
raise the debt limit by the 
deadline. 

Obama has called for a 
single increase to last through 
the November 2012 election, 
when he will seek a second 
term in a contest defined by 
his handling of the ailing US 
economy and shaped by Re¬ 
publican anger at government 
spending. 

Administration officials 
Sunday insisted US lawmak¬ 
ers must come up with a plan 
which lifts the threat of a de¬ 
fault for at least 18 months. 

The treasury chief said 
under one plan, a committee 
with exceptional powers 
would be set up in the coming 
months to put together a 
framework of tough reforms 
to the US economy with a 
clear deadline for moving for¬ 
ward. 

The United States has "to 
demonstrate to the world that 
we can get our fiscal house in 
order,” Geithner added on 
Fox News Sunday.

MONTE-CARLO (AFP) - 
Monaco's government head 
Michel Roger railed against 
"false" rumours of discord be¬ 
tween Prince Albert II and his 
wife, and said the couple will 
sue a French magazine for 
spreading them. 

"It is very distressing," 
Roger, whose official title is 
minister of state, told journal¬ 
ists of the gossip that swirled 
around the wedding held over 
two days in early July. 

Rumours that Charlene 
Wittstock tried to leave the 
principality in a huff just days 
before the royal wedding have 
already been rejected by the 
palace, a lawyer for the 
princely pair, as well as by Al¬ 
bert himself. 

L'Express magazine had 
reported on its website that 


Wittstock, now Princess Char¬ 
lene, interrupted preparations 
for the lavish celebrations and 
prepared to take a flight for 
her home country South 
Africa. 

In fact, "she left for Greece 
accompanied by a Mone- 
gasque delegation" for the 
Special Olympics — a compe¬ 
tition for the intellectually dis¬ 
abled that opened in Athens 
on June 25, said Roger. 

As for allegations that Al¬ 
bert fathered a third child out 
of wedlock while engaged to 
Charlene, the politician said: 
"We have proof that this is 
false". 

Roger said the couple in¬ 
tended to sue L'Express be¬ 
cause it "gave credibility to 
these unfounded rumours by 
publishing them". 


LONDON (AFP) - Singer 
Amy Winehouse, who died in 
London on Saturday, has 
joined a tragic group of fa¬ 
mous rock stars who passed 
away at the age of 27 — the 
notorious "27 Club". 

Rolling Stones founding 
member Brian Jones, guitarist 
Jimi Hendrix, singer Janis 
Joplin, The Doors singer Jim 
Morrison and Nirvana front¬ 
man Kurt Cobain are the other 
major "members" of the ill- 
fated club. 

The troubled British singer 
Amy Winehouse has been 
found dead at her flat in north 
London, police reported. 

The soul singer struggled 
with drink and drug addic¬ 
tions. Her death is being 
treated as unexplained. 

"Police were called by 
London Ambulance Service to 
an address in Camden Square 
shortly before 4:05 pm (1505 
GMT) today, Saturday 23 
July, following reports of a 
woman found deceased," a 
police statement said. 

"On arrival officers found 
the body of a 27-year-old fe¬ 
male who was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

"Enquiries continue into 
the circumstances of the 
death. At this early stage it is 
being treated as unexplained." 

Winehouse rocketed to 
fame after winning five 
Grammy awards off the back 
of her 2006 second album 
"Back to Black" and the hit 
single "Rehab". 

In the run-up to her live re¬ 
turn, Winehouse spent a week 
at an addiction treatment 
clinic in London, reportedly at 
the suggestion of her father, 
Mitch, over concerns that she 
was drinking too much before 
her shows. 

Winehouse pulled out of a 
recent comeback tour follow¬ 
ing a disastrous performance 
in Serbia. 

The singer initially pulled 
out of festival shows in Istan¬ 
bul and Athens but her man¬ 
agement then cancelled all her 
remaining gigs. 

Outside Winehouse's home 
in Camden, north London, 
neighbour Jann Meyer, 33, 
said: "It's not really a shock, it 
was to be expected sooner or 
later. She was 27, and all good 


rock stars go at 27. She was 
very talented, she was amaz¬ 
ing." 

Known for her distinctive 
voice and beehive hairdo, 
Winehouse's debut album 
"Frank" was released in 2003 
and brought her wide acclaim. 
It went triple platinum in 
Britain. 

She married Blake Fielder- 
Civil in Miami in May 2007 
but they had a tempestuous re¬ 
lationship. He spent part of 
their marriage behind bars for 
a vicious attack on a pub land¬ 
lord and a subsequent attempt 
to cover it up. 

Meanwhile British folk 
singer Billy Bragg had a sober 
take on membership of the "27 
Club". 

The Londoner said on 
Twitter: "It's not age that Hen¬ 
drix, Jones, Joplin, Morrison, 
Cobain and Amy have in com¬ 
mon - it's drug abuse, sadly." 

A host of other, lesser 


known musicians also died at 
the same age. 

Fans and friends are paying 
tribute to troubled singer Amy 
Winehouse, as police refused 
to comment on the death of 
the singer amid reports of a 
drug overdose.

FIFA: Bin Hammam handed lifetime ban

ZURICH (AFP) - Asian foot¬ 
ball supremo Mohamed bin 
Hammam was on week-end 
banned from the game for life 
after being found guilty of cor¬ 
ruption following a two-day 
hearing of FIFA's ethics com¬ 
mittee. 

The 62-year-old Qatari, the 
president of the Asian Football 
Confederation (AFC), had 
been accused of trying to buy 
votes in the FIFA presidential 
election with $40,000 cash 
gifts to Caribbean football of¬ 
ficials. 

"The official Mr Bin Ham¬ 
mam is hereby banned from 
taking part in any kind of foot- 


ball-related activity at na¬ 
tional or international level 
for life," announced ethics 
committee deputy chairman 
Petrus Damaseb. 

Bin Hammam did not at¬ 
tend the hearing, which took 
place behind closed doors at 
FIFA headquarters in Zurich, 
but the head of his legal team, 
Eugene Gulland, read out a 
statement from him after the 
verdict was announced. 

"Mr Bin Hammam rejects 
the findings of the FIFA ethics 
committee hearing and main¬ 
tains his innocence," said 
Gulland. "He will continue to 
fight his case through the legal 
routes that are open to him. 

"He has gone on record and 
he maintains that the FIFA 
ethics committee was going to 
find against him whatever the 
validity of the case that he pre¬ 
sented to them. 

"The FIFA ethics commit¬ 
tee has apparently based its de¬ 
cision on so-called 
'circumstantial evidence', 
which our case has clearly 
demonstrated was bogus and 
founded on lies told by senior 
FIFA officials." 

Whistle-blowers said Bin 
Hammam tried to bribe offi¬ 
cials to vote for him by distrib¬ 


uting cash-stuffed envelopes 
during a Caribbean Football 
Union (CFU) meeting in Port 
of Spain, Trinidad and Tobago, 
on May 10-11. 

CFU officials Debbie 
Minguell and Jason Sylvester, 
also being investigated by the 
ethics committee over claims 
they helped hand out the 
money, were each banned 
from football-related activity 
for a year. 

In addition, Damaseb re¬ 
vealed that the committee had 
rejected an accusation of racial 
discrimination made by CFU 
members against CONCA- 
CAF general secretary Chuck 
Blazer, who sparked the initial 
investigation into the bribery 
claims. 

However, Blazer was 
warned by the ethics commit¬ 
tee over comments made at a 
CONCACAF meeting on May 
30 that certain CFU members 
were "under investigation", 
which FIFA said was "not 
true". 

Former FIFA vice-president 
and CONCACAF president 
Jack Warner was also charged 
over his alleged role in the af¬ 
fair, but his resignation from 
FIFA last month prompted the 
organisation to drop all the 


charges against him. 

Damaseb admitted that 
Warner's absence from the pro¬ 
ceedings was a matter of re¬ 
gret. 

"Mr Jack Warner chose to 
resign and by that action he 
placed himself beyond the ju¬ 
risdiction of this committee," 
said Damaseb. 

"Everyone would have 
wanted him to appear and face 
the charges and explain his 
conduct, but he chose not to do 
that." 

Damaseb also said that the 
evidence reviewed by the com¬ 
mittee during the hearing had 
yielded grounds for investiga¬ 
tions into the conduct of other 
parties, but he did not reveal 
who they were. 

Bin Hammam's withdrawal 
from the presidential election 
gifted a fourth straight term in 
office to his former ally Sepp 
Blatter, who made cleaning up 
FIFA's tarnished image a post¬ 
election priority. 

A key figure in Qatar's stun¬ 
ning victory in the contest to 
host the 2022 World Cup, Bin 
Hammam had previously dis¬ 
missed the charges against him 
as "politically motivated". 

Writing on his personal 
blog ,he pledged to seek justice 


"through the FIFA Ethics 
Committee, the Court of Arbi¬ 
tration for Sport or, if neces¬ 
sary, through other courts or 
legal proceedings". 

He also scanned copy of a 
personal letter sent to him by 
Blatter in 2008. 

In the letter, which Blatter 
addresses "My dear brother," 
Bin Hammam highlighted a 
phrase in which the 75-year- 
old Swiss had written: "With¬ 
out you, dear Mohamed, none 
of this would ever have been 
possible". 

Below the letter were the 
words: "This is only the battle, 
not the war...", hinting that Bin 
Hammam holds Blatter at least 
partly responsible for his fate 
and laying the foundations for 
an all-out battle to restore his 
reputation. 

Bin Hammam confirmed to 
AFP that he intended to appeal 
the ethics committee's deci¬ 
sion, firstly to FIFA and then, 
if necessary, to the Court of 
Arbitration for Sport (CAS) 
and the civil courts. 

Meanwhile caretaker boss 
Zhang Jilong pledged to hold 
Asia's crisis-hit soccer body 
together Sunday after presi¬ 
dent Mohamed bin Hammam's 
life ban .

PARIS (AFP) - Cadel Evans 
admitted his lifetime dream 
had been fulfilled when he fi¬ 
nally secured victory on one of 


the toughest editions of the 
Tour de France in recent years. 

"It's been years of hard 
work and there were a lot of 


moments in these three weeks 
where our Tour was lost but to 
get here safely with all my 
skin... just that alone is a quest 
in itself," said Evans. 

"But to be here wearing the 
yellow jersey — for my team, 
my country, a group of people 
around me... it leaves me a lit¬ 
tle lost for words." 

Evans, who finished run¬ 
ner-up in both 2007 and 2008, 
has had a habit of setting 
’firsts’ for Australian cyclists. 

Thirty years after pioneer¬ 
ing compatriot Phil Anderson 
paved the way for dozens of 
young Australians by becom¬ 
ing the first non-European to 
pull on the yellow jersey, 
Evans finally landed cycling's 
holy grail. 

After stepping off the 
podium, where he was draped 
in an Australian flag and 
flanked by Luxembourg 
brothers Andy and Frank 
Schleck, Evans admitted it 
was Spanish great Miguel In- 
durain who had inspired him. 

"As a young child we as¬ 
pire to a lot of things in life 
and watching the Tour de 
France in 1991 and seeing 
(Miguel) Indurain tear every¬ 
one to pieces planted a small 
seed in my head that contin¬ 
ued to grow," said Evans. 

In his native Australia there 
have been calls for a national 
holiday to honour Evans's feat. 

In the meantime, Evans got 
a little taste of 'back home' 
when pop star Tina Arena 
stepped up to the podium to 
sing the national anthem, Ad¬ 
vance Australia Fair. 

Speaking in French, an 
emotional Arena admitted af¬ 
terwards: "For Cadel to come 
to Europe and spend so much 
time chasing his dream shows 
what he is made of. As Aus¬ 
tralians, we're very proud of 
what he has achieved." 


LA PLATA (AFP) - Paolo 
Guerrero scored a second-half 
hat-trick as Peru took third 
place at the Copa America 
with a 4-1 win over Venezuela 
on Saturday. 

Hamburg striker Guerrero 
was involved in the opener as 
William Chiroque fired home 
three minutes from the break 
before ripping their oppo¬ 
nents to pieces in the second- 
half, helped by the sending 
off of Venezuelan midfielder 
Tomas Rincon for fouling 
Carlos Lobaton. 

It was Rincon's second red 
of the tournament and marked 
the beginning of the end for a 
tiring side. 

Guerrero drove in his sec¬ 
ond goal just after the hour 
mark and, after Juan Arango 
had briefly threatened a 
comeback by making it 2-1 in 
the 78th minute, Guerrero 
turned the screw with two fur¬ 
ther efforts in time added on. 

"We are happy to have 
clinched third place. We all 
fought hard for this and we 
knew we had a match like this 
in us," said Guerrero as Peru 


showed that under coach Ser¬ 
gio Markarian they have im¬ 
proved vastly from the side 
which ended the last World 
Cup qualifying tournament 
bottom of their group. 

Guerrero's goals took him 
top of the scoring charts at the 
event with a total of five. 

But he said that personal 
achievement was secondary 
to a win which left Peru on 
the podium for the first time 
in 28 years. 

"We were disappointed to 
lose to Uruguay (in the semi¬ 
finals) as we could have done 
better - but third place is 
something." 

Venezuela coach Cesar 
Farias was sanguine after his 
team finally ran out of puff 
having matched Brazil in the 
first phase and then put out 
fancied Chile to reach their 
first ever semi-final before a 
shootout loss to Paraguay. 

"Peru are a great side, but 
they had a day more to pre¬ 
pare for the game than us and 
we made more mistakes than 
we had made in the whole of 
the rest of the Copa. 


NFL: Owners, players 
refine details of deal - 
report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - NFL 
owners and players have 
cached agreement on the last 
-emaining issues needed to 
usher in a 10-year contract and 
end the current lockout, ESPN 
sported on Sunday. 

Players still must vote on 
m agreement, and their lead¬ 
ership had spent the days since 
Thursday reviewing a pro¬ 
posed deal that overwhelm- 
ngly approved by NFL 
owners to end the first work 
stoppage since 1987 in Amer- 
ca's most popular spectator 
sport. 

The league announced 
;heir approval of a deal with 
some fanfare urging players to 


act quickly to approve as well. 

But players said that deal 
included some provisions they 
weren't familiar with, with 
NFL Players Association ex¬ 
ecutive director DeMaurice 
Smith saying there were still 
points that needed to be nego¬ 
tiated. 

The NFLPA said its leader¬ 
ship would meet today,and 
ESPN reported the association 
was planning a "major press 
conference" for the same day. 

Once the executive com¬ 
mittee votes, the 32 player 
representatives — one from 
each team — must decide 
whether to recommend ac¬ 
ceptance of a deal.

Uruguay win record 15th Copa America

BUENOS AIRES: (AFP) - 
Uruguay defeated Paraguay 3- 
0 on Sunday to win a record 
15th Copa America with 
striker Diego Forlan grabbing 
two goals to take his interna¬ 
tional tally to 31. 

Liverpool attacker Luis 
Suarez was also on target as 
Uruguay took a first continen¬ 
tal crown since 1995 and 
broke their Copa title tie of 14 
which they held with Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Suarez opened the scoring 
in the 12th minute when his 


drive took a deflection off 
Dario Veron and left goal¬ 
keeper Justo Villar wrong¬ 
footed. 

Former Manchester United 
striker Forlan added the sec¬ 
ond three minutes from the in¬ 
terval when Egidio Arevalo 
cleverly intercepted the ball to 
release the Atletico Madrid at¬ 
tacker who confidently buried 
a left-footed strike. 

It was Forlan’s 30th inter¬ 
national goal, but first in 13 
matches as Uruguay, who 
knocked out hosts Argentina 


in the quarter-finals, were in 
cruise control at River Plate’s 
famous Estadio Monumental. 

Uruguay were well worth 
their lead having dominated 
the first half while Paraguay, 
who had reached the final 
without winning a game, were 
desperately short of ideas and 
inspiration. 

They had been fortunate 
not to have been a goal down 
as early as the second minute, 
needing Villar to pull off a 
sensational, point-blank save 
to keep out a bullet header

Paraguay, the champions in 
1953 and 1979, had defeated 
Brazil and Venezuela in 
penalty shoot-outs in both the 
quarter-finals and semi-finals 
after the games ended 0-0 in 
extra-time. 

But they came close to 
pulling a goal back in the 54th 
minute when Nelson Valdez 
crashed a right-foot volley off 
the crossbar with Uruguay 
goalkeeper Fernando Muslera 
getting a slight touch to de¬ 
flect the ball towards the 
woodwork. 

Just moments earlier, 
Suarez had muscled his way 
down the left, but his cutback 
for Forlan dropped just inches 
behind the Atletico Madrid 


man as he closed down on 
goal. 

Paraguay again looked 
dangerous when Ivan Piris 
charged down the flank before 
crossing to Christian Riveros 
whose flick was saved by 
Muslera. 

Uruguay remained in a 
positive frame of mind, bring¬ 
ing on prolific Napoli striker 
Edinson Cavani for Alvaro 
Pereira after 65 minutes. 

Cavani then teed-up Sebas¬ 
tian Eguren 10 minutes later 
but Villar pulled off a one- 
handed save despite being off- 
balance. 

Forlan then hit his 31st in¬ 
ternational goal in the last 
minute after being set-up by 
Cavani and Suarez.
